THE  heirlooms,  paintings,  and  household  furniture  comprising  the 
present  sale,  belonging  to  Mrs  H.  L.  Palmer  Powers  and  removed 
from  her  residences  at  Springfield,  Mass.,  and  Watch  Hill,  R.  I.,  were 
housed  in  the  old  farmhouse,  Quaint  Quabbin,  at  Enfield,  Mass.,  before 
its  destruction  in  1935  in  preparation  for  the  building  of  the  reservoir  for 
the  water  supply  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Western  Massachusetts  was  long  the  home  of  the  Xipmuck  Indians, 
and  Quabbin  (meaning  "many  waters")  was  the  Indian  name  for  Enfield. 

Increasing  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  collection  is  its  unbroken  associa- 
tion in  a  family  of  marked  historical  prominence,  every  branch  of  which 
springs  from  a  founder  or  early  settler  of  New  England.  Among  these 
men  were  William  Pynchon,  Richard  Sykes,  Henry  Champion,  Daniel 
Hendrick,  and  their  many  descendants.
